RAILWAYS. 


ALTUS & HOLLIS.—Edward Kennedy, of 
Houston, Tex., has arranged for financing 
this proposed road from Altus, Okla. to

BALTIMORE & OHIO.—Announcement is 
made from the main office of this company 
that work will be resumed at once on atout 
$500,000 worth of improvements which were 
started in the Pittsburg district months ago, 
but which were held up on account of the 
financial stringency. These improvements 
will be in western Pennsylvania, northern 
West Virginia and eastern Ohio. A new 
bridge across the Grand River at Fairport, 
Ohio, will cost about $125,000 and will be 
resumed also where work was left off last 
fall. New interlocking switches and a fourth 
track from Pittsburg to McKeesport will cost

CHICAGO, BURLINGTON & QUINCY.—

yards, known as the Wood St. yards, is 
nearly 5,000 cars and through them from 
3,000 to 5,000 cars are handied daily. The 
total expenditure involved, including an ele- 
vation through Austin by the Northwestern, 
will be nearly $3,500,000. Employment will 
be given to about 2,000 men, and 2,000,000 
cu. yds. of filling will be required. The im- 
provement includes a subway 1,500 ft. long 
that will cost $300,000. The Northwestern 
has 81 tracks in these yards and the Burling- 
ton about 55, or a total of 35 miles of 
tracks. . Breckenridge is Engr., C.,

COAL & COKE.—The Sutton Land Co., 
Sutton, W. Va., has executed a pond for

(2) Materials must be forwarded prepaid 
within September, 1908, to the “‘Direzione del 
Laboratorio di Chimica Docimastie® del Re- 
gio Politecnico di Torino,”’ in quantity suffi- 
cient to protect at least fifty square meters 
of timber or fabrics. Materials not for- 
warded in the term above stated will. be 
excluded from competition, 

The Executive Commission is entitled to 
purchase the material which will be judged 
worthy of an award, in the quantity re- 
quired for all the exhibition buildings. There- 
fore the competitors are to accompany their 


sendings with a notice stating the quan- 
tity they may engage themselves to supply 
and the price thereof, franco Turin; for this 
they will be liable to the Committee. Also 
the competitor must give in writing every 
direction for applying his material in trials 
and identifying same, in case the supply be 


eventually adjudged to him. 

(3) The Jury appointed by the Executive 
Committee of the Exhibition will judge 
promptly and without appeal the materials 
submitted to them in a technical, practical 
and ¢conomical view, making all trials they 
may think proper. 

Competitors are at liberty to attend the 
trials either personally or by proxy. 

(4) The Jury will have at their disposal: 

Two gold medals; two silver medals pre 
sented by the “Societa Promotrice dell’ In- 
dustria Nazionale.’’ These are to be the 
first and second prizes in each of the two 
categories of the competition; and a sum of 
4.000 lire to be eventually distributed among 
the winners of the competition and those re 
ognized worthier of awards in consideration 
of recent researches made or noteworthy re 
sults obtained.
